Faced with 
warning signs, reform recommendations, 
and public outcry, the mayor deftly ap- 
points commissions, issues statements, 
and shuffles personnel, while avoiding 
any steps toward actual change reform.

In 2006, an unruly mass of folks gath- 


ered on a lawn before the majestic, 
domed courthouse in the French- 
speaking city of Lausanne, Switzer- 
land. They weren't 
there to protest an 
unjust law or to storm 
the structure in an 
attempt to unseat the 
government. They 
were there for a pillow 
fight. 

A similarly 
impressive group 
assembled this past October next 
to the Eiffel Tower in the heart of 


Paris. Again, not to protest but for a 


feathery fracas. 

The guerilla-styled, flash-mob 
pillow fight is having something of a 
moment, you could say. In addition 
to the European locales, such events 
have popped up in several major US 
cities, including New York, Chicago, 
and San Francisco. (The fights have 
become near-traditions in some cities 
in the past few years.) Add to that list 
Boston, which is due to get a pillow 
fight of its very own this Saturday at 1 
pm on the Boston Common, courtesy 
of Banditos Mistericsos, a new, loose- 
ly defined local organization com- 
prising an eclectic group of artists, 
musicians, and other creative types, 
as well as some fun-loving “regular” 
people, too. 

Asa flash-mob event, the Com- 
mon fight is something of an open 
secret — which is to say you'll be able 
to find out about it only via the Web,

“We want to have artists creating 
street signs and putting them up in 
high-traffic areas where there aren't 
any,” offers Feuer. “And there are so 


many of those.” It is uncertain whether 


the two men, along with Rand, will

presidency one their favorite punching 
bags the modern equivalent what the 
Democrats did Herbert Hoover two gener- 
ations ago. “Look what happens when you 
nominate someone without much experi- 
ence, who comes out of nowhere,” they’ve 
said. Or, “He was just a little too odd or un- 
conventional effective president.” 

Now, though, the Republicans may 
want keep their opinions Carter (for 
whom I worked in the 1976 presidential 
campaign) themselves. That’s because 
they nominate Mike Huckabee who 
this past week was unexpectedly leading 
the field least one national GOP poll 
and lowa they’re going lining 
behind someone who looks awfully 
similar their béte noir. nothing else, 
Carter’s experience candidate 1976 
may provide the Republicans convenient 
handbook what’s likely happen 
Huckabee the campaign progresses. 

It’s true that Huckabee and Carter 
share few common views, but they’re of 
similar type. Both were little-known 
Southern governors with names that, 
at least to a national electorate, seemed 
funny (“Jimmy” seems more appropriate 
for shortstop than president). And both 
were the longest long shots their cam- 
paigns began, only see themselves gain 
national attention Iowa. 

They share affable, low-key style 
campaigning, often focusing com- 
monsense, homespun solutions that also 
appeal partisans the other side the 
aisle. (When orating about foreign policy, 
Carter would often stress how ambassadors 
should speak the language the country 
which they were posted, which always 
drew applause. Huckabee’s riffs educa- 
tion can include plea for the importance 
of the arts, which develop both sides of 
the mind.) It’s not coincidence that each 
forged his rhetorical style church 
Carter was Sunday Bible-school teacher 
Plains, Georgia; Huckabee is an ordained 
Baptist minister. 

Each also carefully cultivated pop- 
culture connection. key part the Carter 
effort 1976 was the fundraising concerts 
given his behalf Southern rockers 
such the Allman Brothers and Marshall 
Tucker bands, Huckabee, for his part, has 
already enlisted tough guy Chuck Norris and 
pro wrestler Ric Flair aid his campaign, 
and himself plays bass rock band. 

What made the emergence both 
Carter and Huckabee possible was that 
they adeptly read shift the public 
mood. After Vietnam and Watergate, 
Carter saw that the country might opt 
for complete outsider, whose calling 
card was his utter lack connection 
anything that had been going 


Washington. Huckabee, too, is benefiting 
from similar fed-up public mood, par- 
ticularly party that still has figure 
out how separate itself gracefully from 
unpopular president. 

fact, their quests, both had the 
hidden good fortune unknown 
they were when the campaign started. 
The bad news about being obscure early 
the race that you don’t get media 
coverage. But the good news that this 
allows you listen voters and shift 
your approach and style accordingly before 
the cameras start rolling. Like Carter, 
least the early days, Huckabee has 
near-perfect pitch. 


MOVING TARGET 

Carter’s campaign experience years ago 
may also provide Huckabee template for 
what lies ahead. For the first few months 
after rose prominence 1976, the 
new face could wrong, racking 
primary wins everywhere. But the pri- 
mary campaign progressed, the new face 
became the old face and voters began 
turn even newer figures, such Jerry 
Brown. the Internet age, that process 
will accelerated even further, meaning 
Huckabee’s peaks and troughs could 


separated by a matter of days, and even 
hours, rather than weeks or months. 

Once nominated, of course, the same 
uneven progression occurred again. Carter 
left his 1976 convention with a lead in 
some polls greater than points. 
Election Day, was down one. 

What made the Carter campaign par- 
ticularly tortuous was that, and large, 
the establishment one that included 
his own party, the way 
stand him. (Outsiders, after all, aren't its 
thing.) But being anti-establishment also 
strengthened Carter’s core constituency 
outsiders will likely strengthen 
Huckabee’s the going gets rough and 
surely commits series so-called 
gaffes, which the press and his opponents 
will bring endlessly attempt 
bring him down. 

Could the Carter phenomenon ever 
happen again? Two months ago, the 
answer would have been “No” — 1976 was 
unique. Today, Huckabee still long 
shot, but such negative judgment looks 
atad premature.

BUT HIS MODEL JOHN KENNEDY WAS MEL GIBSON 


ity Mitt Romney, the object of religious per- 

secution, forced make public speech con- 

fronting the antagonistic forces that have kept 

his candidacy down by attacking his faith. As 

many commentators opined this past week, 
it’s sad to realize that, almost 50 years after John F. 
Kennedy’s “Catholic speech,” our nation still got- 
ten beyond these biases. 

Haven't we? Actually, there is scant evidence that 
anti-Mormon bias has held back Romney, who until 
very recently led the polling in both of the critical early- 
voting states, lowa and New Hampshire. Although 
polls show that, the abstract, people are less likely 

support Mormon candidate than one most other 
religions, those same polls including one from 
Vanderbilt University released this past week show 
that most that resistance evaporates when respon- 
dents learn that Romney is Mormon. 

fact, Los Angeles Times/Bloomberg poll taken just 
before speech showed that his Mormonism 
makes nearly many people more likely vote for 
him less. 

What hurts Romney, according to that poll, are his 
changing positions important issues. Asked which 
candidate says what he believes, rather than what peo- 
ple want to hear, Romney ranked last of the major GOP 
° presidential candidates, by a wide margin. 

2 uf And yet the same media — and more important, 
ok the same evangelical Christians — who previously 

‘ discarded Romney’s words as phony political calcu- 
lation, greeted his “Mormon speech” as heartfelt 
and authentic. 

“His speech was directed mainstream evangeli- 
cal churchgoers,” says David Woodard, political-sci- 
ence professor at Clemson University. “They were reas- 
sured that they can vote for him president.” 

David Caton, founder of the Florida Family 
Association, called the speech “a grand slam.” Similar 

positive reactions came from prominent 

Christian conservatives on the 
cable news networks 
immediately follow- 
ing the speech, 
and, according 

to Woodard, in 

churches the 


following Sunday. 

How did Romney it? tapping into deep-run- 
ning sense persecution among American evangelicals. 

Whereas Kennedy asked Protestants vote for him 
despite the bias against his faith, Romney, with a keen 
ear for the contemporary Christian right, asked them 
to vote for him because of that bias. 

No, Romney was not taking from JFK’s playbook 
was taking from Mel Gibson’s. 

Gibson turned his 2004 film The Passion of the Christ 
into a mega-blockbuster by convincing evangelical 
Christians that this was movie that “they,” the secu- 
lar New York and Hollywood anti-God elites, didn’t 
want you see. 

Romney now claims to be the candidate “they” 
don’t want you vote for. evangelicals rose the 
bait for Gibson’s film, what’s to say they won’t simi- 
larly rally to Romney’s cause? 

The parallels are striking. film grossed 
more than half-billion dollars. Will the strategy 
work well for Mitt did for Mel? 


FAITH UNDER ATTACK? 

Christian conservatives cling belief that 
their faith under attack from the coastal secularists 
who wage war on Christmas, seek to remove God from 
currency and the Pledge Allegiance, indoctrinate 
children in evolution, take the Ten Commandments 
off of public buildings, and portray believers as crazed, 
dangerous people. Romney ran through litany 
those alleged assaults Thursday’s speech. 

hear evangelicals say they are persecuted 
secularists] all the time, and it drives me crazy because 
it’s not true,” says Alan Wolfe, director of the Boisi 
Center for Religion and American Public Life Boston 
College.

Plenty Republican candidates speak this 
fear the anti-God secularists, but Romney brings 
something that others not even Baptist minister 
Mike Huckabee — cannot.

is Mormons,” says Wolfe.

American Baptists: Anne Hutchinson and 


Roger Williams; and those who offer either a 
modern Europe empty cathedrals else 
Islamist “creed conversion conquest.” 
indeed there are such forces work 
in America today, it is unlikely they are 
exerting much influence the GOP 
nominating process. the extent that 
anti-Mormon bias working against 
coming from small per- 
centage rabid evangelicals. That 


pocket resistance went unmentioned Romney’s 
speech — they will never vote for him, Woodard says, 
and were not the intended audience for the speech. 

there are anti-religionists working block 
success the Republican primaries, what 
does candidate do? Simple: deliberately casts non- 
believers his speech anti-American and incom- 
patible with freedom. Sure enough, his speech was 
followed predictable deluge complaints that 
Romney disrespects atheists and agnostics probably 
the highest compliment one could receive the GOP 
campaign trial, and surely the best set detractors 
could hope for.

Unfortunately for him, Romney had a long, well- 
established record moderate and even liberal stands 
on a number of issues, including abortion. 

So, like Gibson, Romney began spreading word 
the anti-Mormon plots against him long before any- 
one knew who he was, let alone what religion he prac- 
ticed. late 2006, was sitting for interviews with 
almost anyone willing to write about the “Mormon 
question” — landing him on the cover of almost every 
conservative publication the country. 

Romney also mimics Gibson's strategy by de- 
emphasizing his own religious beliefs, even while 
speaking the importance evangelicals’ beliefs. 
Gibson, while avidly recounting his own “born-again” 
religious awakening and its importance the movie, 
Tarely answered questions about his 
Catholic beliefs. Romney professes the importance of 
his faith Jesus Christ, while saying that the rest 
his Mormon beliefs are out-of-bounds. 

The secrecy is no surprise. Not only are both 
men’s beliefs heretical the evangelicals they 
courted, but both the traditionalist Catholic and 
Mormon faiths consider those evangelicals 
apostates themselves. Hardly a match made in 
heaven, you would think.

MOB WISDOM If you 
want it, chances are 
Nikipedia's got it 


he ancient Library at Alexandria, 
once the largest on Earth, housed 
perhaps 500,000 volumes. Most 
were procured when Egypt’s Ptol- 
emy Ill decreed that each visitor 
to the city had to hand over every book and 
scroll his her possession, regardless 
of subject matter or language. These texts 
were then copied scribes, the facsimiles 
shelved in the library, and the originals re- 
turned their owners. least that’s what 
Wikipedia says, so take it with the prover- 
bial grain salt. 

Next summer, the modern Bibliotheca 
Alexandrina will host Wikimania 2008, the 
annual confab for producers and proponents 
of one of the largest repositories of informa- 
tion the modern world one whose legions 
of articles, spanning hundreds of languages 
and seemingly countless disciplines, also 
come from popular contributions. 

The English-language Wikipedia site 
reached the million-article milestone on 
March 1, 2006, after five years in existence. 
Astonishingly, just a year and a half later, 
this past September, that number had dou- 
bled to two million. 

In all, there are some 9.1 million entries 
the whole Wikipedia. The entries span 
253 tongues — including Choctaw, V6ro, 
and (yes) Klingon — and comprise more 
than 1.41 billion words. Wikipedia is the 
eighth most visited site the Web.and 
has become an invaluable resource for mil- 
lions. It’s far from perfect even farther 
from infallible. Yet for all its ballyhooed 
flaws, it has fundamentally reshaped the 
way knowledge is disseminated and con- 
sumed. With just a few keystrokes, anyone 
can access a nutshell summary of almost 
any subject in world history, large or small, 
canonical or arcane, from the Brown Dog 
affair the Destruction Art Symposium 
to the Haines Index. Sometimes it’s hard to 
imagine life without such resource. 

But Wikipedia didn’t just spring fully 
formed in our browsers. Since it was found- 
ed, online entrepreneur Jimmy Wales and 
academic Larry Sanger on January 15, 2001, 
Wikipedia has grown — immensely — 
with the steady accretion of contributions 
from volunteers the world over. 

Who are they? And why they it? 


EXPERT 

The fact that anyone can edit the thing, 
course, its blessing and its curse. Only 
vast-scale collaboration could create such a 
sprawling and ever-growing store 
edge in such a remarkably short time. 

But it’s also, as has been well-documented, 
eft the site vulnerable vandals, propagan- 
dists, and propagators (conscious or not) of 
Stephen infamous false “Wikiality” 
(wherein “any user can change any entry, 
and if enough other users agree with them, 
it becomes true”). 


ONE TWO Wikipedia started with 
duo co-founders jimmy Wales (top) and 
Larry Sanger January 2001, but much 
the success can credited its 
millions worldwide volunteer contributors. 


while most hail Wikipedia revo- 
lutionary model co-operation, free 
and open ideal that strives for accuracy 
and truth through constant review its 
millions contributors, others cavil that 
it’s unreliable and inaccurate, the kind 
junky encyclopedia where the entry for 
Britney Spears (4219 words) is longer than 
the entry for Brittany (2512). 

As Web humorist Lore Sjéberg writes 
on wired.com, “Wikipedia exists in a 
state quantum significance It’s 
simultaneously shining, flawless 
collection of incontrovertible information, 
and debased pile meaningless words 
thrown together uneducated lemurs 
with political agendas. It simply cannot 
exist in any state between these two 
extremes.” 


ALITY RULES 


WIKIPEDIA RECENTLY DOUBLED ITS NUMBER ARTICLES 


TWO MILLION JUST MONTHS. BUT WHO ARE THE “WIKIPEDIOTS” 


Ignore it, make use of it, or become 
addicted you see fit. Wikipedia 
fact of life with or without your approval. 
And its recent past any indication, it’s 
going to only get bigger — especially as relat- 
ed projects such as Wiktionary, Wikiquote, 
WikiBooks, Wikisource, Wikimedia 
Commons, Wikispecies, Wikinews, and 
Wikiversity continue to come into their own. 

One thing that’s impossible to deny is 
Wikipedia’s sheer scope. There are 5,986,389 
registered users on the English site alone. 
It’s given that the vast majority those 
(your humble correspondent included) have 
never done much more than add link 
fix fact correct misspelling. But that’s 
just the point: small contributions such 
those, taken together with more substan- 
tial writing from thousands others, have 
helped make something great. 

David Weinberger, fellow Harvard’s 
Berkman Center for Internet and Society, 
says that Wikipedia “epically important. 
It’s not just that it’s generally a good ency- 
clopedia. really proved something 
ourselves: we now know without a doubt 
that some immense and immensely complex 
works of humans can be created by removing 
most of the elements of control.” 


ONLINE JANITORS 


Serious, regular contributors, or Wikipedi- 
ans, usually register with the site and set 
“user page.” That makes their entries 
more credible because they’re accountable, 
by name (or at least pseudonym), for what 
they write. You can learn a lot about the 
sources your information looking 
contributor’s profiles (in the search win- 
dow, type “user:|screen name]”). 

Wikipedians are a diverse group. Poke 
around their user pages and see 
arrays of multi-colored “user boxes” proudly 
announcing that the contributor near- 
sighted, or an atheist, or Catholic, or gay, or 
player, golden retriever lover, pilot, 
fan, or an advanced C++ programmer, or an 
Islay malt drinker, Tolkien reader, 
Lovecraft fan, or a guitarist, or a snowboard- 
er, pagan, someone who “advocates 
the use more cowbell.” 

For his part, Alex Sawczynec (username: 
GlassCobra), 20, Northeastern third-year, 
is a Gryffindor, likes to watch Adult Swim, 
and prefers New York-style pizza. He’s also 
a tireless reverter of vandalism and cor- 
rector misinformation thousands 

Nikipedia’s pages. 

Although been using the site since 
high school, Sawczynec confesses that the 
“stigma being nerd” prevented him 
from getting too involved, first. Finally, 
this April, registered account and 
started editing. just eight months, he’s 
already logged more than 7000 edits across 
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wide spectrum articles, from Cam’ron 
César Chavez Insane Clown Posse. 

Sawczynec’s written some from scratch, as 
well such the entry the Philippines’ 
Manila Hotel. He’s also gotten heavily 
involved Wikipedia policy discussions. 
And, this past month, his diligence and 
tenacity helped him ascend the rank 
a site administrator, which allows him to 
block harmful users, delete pages, and send 
some the more contentious entries into 
temporary lock-down. Administrator 
elite title: there are only 1427 administrators 
the English-language site. 

But “we try not act like it’s status 
symbol,” says “We see ourselves 
janitors, mainly. The symbol the 
administrator mop. are humble ser- 
vants, just doing our best clean up.” (So 
it’s not something uses impress the 
ladies Northeastern keggers? “Oh, dear 
God, no.”) 

While Sawczynec confesses that his 
dogged monitoring and editing others’ 
contributions may stem from “being bit 
of a control freak,” he’s adamant that, on 
Wikipedia, “no one person should have con- 
trol anything. Wikipedia run and gov- 
erned entirely community consensus just 
that control freaks don’t let their heads 
get too big, and that any one person can’t 
screw something too much.” 


MANY AND FEW 

Looking the Wikipedia “community,” 
can sometimes seem that the site actu- 
ally written and edited small cadre 
diehards. fact, even one its co-founders 
believed that true. 

“The idea that lot people have 
Wikipedia,” Wales told blogger Aaron 
Swartz (aaronsw.com) this past year, “is 
that it’s some emergent phenomenon the 
wisdom of mobs, swarm intelligence, that 
sort thing thousands and thousands 
individual users each adding little bit 
content, and out of this emerges a coherent 
body of work.” 

Instead, Wales contended, Wikipedia 
was actually written by “a community... 

dedicated group few hundred volun- 

Initially, figured about percent 
the work was done percent users. 
But he crunched the numbers and discov- 
ered something even more striking: nearly 
75 percent of edits were done by just two 
percent users. 

Swartz, however, launched a study of 
his own, which found a marked difference 
between edit-intensive users, who con- 
tribute small fixes to existing entries, and 
those who actually wrote the bulk arti- 
cles. “Almost every time I saw a substantive 
edit,” he writes, “I found the user who had 
contributed it was not an active user of the 
site. They generally had made less than 
50 edits (typically around 10), usually on 
related pages. Most never even bothered 
create account.” 

other words: it’s generally the 
core crew of several thousand dedicated 
Wikipedians who combine keep the site 
refined and readable, correcting mistakes 
and counteracting vandalism. But it’s usu- 
ally regular folks with special expertise (the 
self-proclaimed Dylanologist, the amateur 
horticulturalist, the military buff), writing 
one two five articles apiece, con- 
tributed the bulk the content. Both groups 
are equally important Wikipedia’s success. 


BROAD AND NARROW 

You need administrator like 
Sawczynec contribute Wikipedia, nor 
you have diehard like Klein, 29, 
Cantabrigian who works for the One Lap- 
top per Child program. (Klein’s username 
“Sj” should not confused with “Essjay,” 
high-profile Wikipedia admin who, 
the chagrin many, was found earlier this 
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year have concocted elaborate online 
identity tenured religion professor.) 

“On the English Wikipedia, I’ve prob- 
ably contributed few thousand arti- 
cles,” says Klein. “I have about 15,000 edits 
across different spaces. I’ve made almost 
that many contributions the metaWiki, 
which is the organizational wiki, and 
five six thousand edits across 
all the other projects, like WikiBooks and 
Wiktionary.” Lately, Klein has been spend- 
ing many 100 hours week his 
day job. But when he had more free time, 
he says he “used to spend 20 to 30 hours a 
week editing Wikipedia.” 

Klein sees nothing extraordinary about 
his commitment. “There are hundreds of 
dedicated editors who do this every week,” 


he says. “Of course, there are also hundreds 


thousands enthusiasts who spend 
20-plus hours week playing World 
of Warcraft, building models, or hanging

out chat rooms. Wikipedia just provides 
way work widely read material 

in collaboration with others. This is 

the natural human desire share what 
know.” 

There are umpteen smaller ways you 
can contribute to the site if you’re not ready 
to pen massive, multi-sourced treatises on 
the Halifax Explosion Charles Stewart 
Parnell or Spaghetti Westerns. Consider, 
for instance, the myriad tasks on the to- 
do lists of the Massachusetts WikiProject. 
(WikiProjects are pages devoted to the man- 
agement and betterment of any number 
Wikipedia topics.) One could help stan- 
dardize the articles on all 50 cities and 301 
towns in the Bay State. Or create a Boston 
Neighborhood Section. 

There’s also the ever-necessary role of 
the humble WikiGnome, a user who scur- 
ries about quietly behind the scenes, fixing 
typos, correcting poor grammar, and repair 
ing broken links. Or you could fight the 
righteous battle, claiming membership in 
Wikipedia’s Counter-Vandalism Unit. (“This 
user screws vandals and treats them with no 
mercy,” reads one profile’s badge of honor.) 
But if you’re up for something more, there’s 
always the yeoman’s work penning new 
articles from scratch. 

Just do it well. No doubt, you’ve some- 
times stumbled upon what are called “stubs” 
the Wiki wilderness prosaic, bare- 
bones, not-especially helpful summaries. 
Stubs suck. If one is to undertake authorship, 
one should strive for quality. Source well. 
Write clearly. Consult with the Wikipedia 
Manual of Style, an exhaustive compendium 
grammatical guidelines. 

your article high enough quality, 
might get designated article 
“no obvious problems, gaps, excessive infor- 
mation” which there are currently only 
3200.

Tourette’s Syndrome, a crisp and information- 
packed 5200 words, with eight book-length 
sources and 84 online references.) 

But on a site with millions of them, 
why are so few articles considered merely 
good? It’s a question, says Sawczynec, that 
answers itself. “There are literally millions 
of articles on Wikipedia. Because we strug- 
gle to get so many to even a readable qual- 
ity, there’s often not enough manpower to 
improve article further. Our criteria for 
good articles are relatively strict: took 
the better part day write the 
one that I've done.” For featured articles, 
scrutinized by site editors for clarity, flow, 
structure, and sources, the strictures are 
even more rigorous. 

At Wikipedia, the old adage holds true: 
write what you know. Dereck Blackburn 
(username: Lostwars), 27, who splits his 
time between Cambridge and Denver, 
started contributing Wikipedia couple 
years ago. “At the time | started, there were 
only 750,000 articles. And a lot of them 
were in total disarray.” So he set about to 
change that. 

aviation buff, Blackburn thinks the 
first article he wrote for the site was about 
the Greater Kankakee Airport 
Since then, he’s started or contributed to 
almost 7000 entries. 

“Keep thinking about your world,” he 
says. “What is it in your world that you 
know more about than anyone else 
does?” And while the site has . 
become so exhaustive that it’s 
getting ever harder find top- 
ics that haven't already been 
covered, Blackburn says one can 
always telescope in. “Wikipedia 
has grown the point now that it’s 
okay to write about Walden Pond. 
And it’s okay to write about the road 
that goes by Walden. And it’s okay 
to write about a particular 
intersection of that road. 

The smallest, minute 
thing can be a Wikipedi. q 
entry.” 
Nhich raises a ques- 
tion: does the site’s 
exhaustiveness risk dilut- 
ing what's really impor- 
tant? Sure, as was noted 
im a New Yorker article 
this past year, the site's 
millionth article was 
about a Glaswegian 
train station. Such a 
mundane locale would 
certainly never have 
merited mention in 
the august Encyclopedia 
Britannica. But consider 
that, in the 24 hours 
fter the stub was cre- 
ated, “the entry was 
edited more than four 
hundred times, bydoz- 
ens people.” People 
care about this stuff. 
Yes, there’s always the 
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risk the Joe Sixpack will log write 

article about himself. But soon 
it’s noticed, it will be deleted. There are 
notability criteria for who's deserving of 
an entry. (If you’re an author, for instance, 
“your book must have sold at least 5000 
copies,” says Klein.) 

And isn’t that risk small price pay 
for a resource that — rather than a pricey 
set bound volumes that are updated only 
every decade or so — is free, easily accessible, 
sprawling, and constantly (often instanta- 
neously) updated? To say nothing of one of 
greatest features: the ability 
learn as you teach. 

Alexander Clazkov (username: Solarapex), 
33, Came to Boston from Ukraine eight 
years ago.

says. “Organizing this project, I became a 
fan geology.” 

got the right idea, says Klein. “One 
usually makes better editor topics 
that one finds fascinating and new, 

rather than topic which one 
a long-time expert.” Otherwise, he 
says, one runs the risk bringing 
long-held biases the editing pro- 
And anyway, it’s much more 
fun to contribute to articles on sub- 
jects like learn about than 
ones you already know. 


VIGILANCE VS.

affection for the Wiki ideal, and wanted to 
protect it. But, he says, “to put it plainly, 
Wikipedia doesn’t have nearly enough peo- 
ple as it needs to combat vandalism. We’re 
constantly undermanned.” 

As an administrator, Sawczynec is 
forever scanning new edits — he has a 
watch list of about 4000 articles of his 
own choosing, which sprawling even 
Wiki standards — ever ready to swoop in 
and undo misinformation. 

“I keep an eye on a lot of pages that get 
vandalized a ton,” he says. “Rappers, for 
example. You would not believe how often 
they get messed with. The page for Lil’ 
Wayne? That gets vandalized. All. The. 
Time. keep eye wrestling pages, 
which also get vandalized lot. Movie pages 
get vandalized often.” 

And then the plus ultra fucked- 
with entries: George W. Bush. “It does get 
locked occasionally, but general rule 
try not lock unless there’s constant 
vandalism from lot different people,” 
says “If there’s lot vandalism 
from only one person, lock the 
page block the person. Basically, 
try take the measure that will still allow 
people the most access the page.” 

But for all the quarrels that are inher- 
ent free-for-all setup, the 
site is just as remarkable for the sense of 
community fosters. “It’s funny,” says 
Blackburn. “The interface very cut-and- 
dry, black-and-white. But a lot of times it feels 
like a coffeehouse atmosphere. You have the 
actual articles, but you also have the discus- 
sion pages where people are arguing about 
knowledge, arguing about the littlest things.” 

page after page this vast virtual 
salon, smart people talk and talk about every 
subject under the sun. “You really get a sense 
camaraderie friendship with people 
from all walks of life,” says Blackburn. “You 
also form lot relationships through peo- 
that have similar interests you.” 

For the compulsively curious, Klein 
insists, Wikipedia “10 times better than 
being library with talented reference 
librarian. If you start editing an arbitrary 
page historical interest page about 
a particular Roman emperor, or a Japanese 
historical story you come back couple 
weeks later and you have messages from 
people who care about that. And you can 
talk them.” 

But, as with anything, there’s always 
the risk too much good thing. 
“Wikipediholism” is defined on-site, only 
half jokingly, as “an obscure form of OCD” 
whose sufferers “endlessly track and moni- 
tor the edits users with whom they have 
become obsessed. This disorder can lead 
serious decrease productivity all other 
areas the life, like any other 
addiction.” 


SWASTIKIPEDIA? 

There will always be discontent, both inside 
and outside Wikipedia’s ranks. Recently 
the English tech tabloid The Register reported 
that “controversy has erupted among the 
encyclopedia’s core contributors, 


rogue editor revealed that the site’s top 
administrators are using a secret insider 
mailing list crackdown perceived 
threats their power,” and that mistrust 
this “ruling clique” had “rank and file. 
the verge revolt.” 

(The hierarchy at Wikipedia, whose head 
office, the Wikimedia Foundation Inc., will 
be moving from St. Petersburg, Florida, to 
San Francisco this winter, complicated. 
Learn about its “mix of anarchic, despotic, 
democratic, republican, meritocratic, phuto- 
cratic, and technocratic elements” at meta.

Indeed, some disillusioned former 
Wikipedians gripe about such bureaucratic 
heavy-handedness and/or the rabidity 
some the site’s devotees, grumbling 
about “Swastikipedia.” Meanwhile, Web 
sites such as wikipediareview.com and 
wikipedia-watch.org charge themselves 
with debunking what they see the self- 
satisfied smugness so-called Wikipediots. 
(“They have a massive, unearned influence 
what passes for reliable information,” 
the latter 

Hell, Wikipedia’s own co-founder, Larry 
Sanger, left the site 2002 not just 
because was uneasy with the potential 
for abuse and inaccuracy, but because he 
believed Wikipedia’s populism went too 
far, the point disdain for experts and 
scholars. He’s since created another refer- 
ence site, Citizendium (citizendium.org), 
which, striving for “credibility and quality, 
not just quantity,” enforces stricter rules, 
and requires editors post under their own 
names. (Having launched in March of this 
year, it currently has 4200 entries.) 

Of course, it’s never heartening to learn 
the CIA and the Vatican perpetrating 
propagandistic edits all over the site, 
hear American Library Association President 
Michael Gorman castigating Wikipedia 
for creating generation intellectual 
sluggards incapable moving beyond the 
Internet.” But, and large, Wikipedia 
doing good work. 

When Klein first discovered the site, 
2001, “It was really unattractive. There was 
design, just text. remember wasn’t 
particularly impressed.” Now, having spent 
thousands hours helping build and refine 
it — and not just the English site; he also 
posts German and the Uto-Aztecan lan- 
guage Nahuatl Klein convinced that 
it’s one the great projects world history: 
completely free, public collection mod- 
ern knowledge about society.” That’s one rea- 
son language-specific Wikipedia content will 
bundled into each One Laptop per Child 
computer shipped the developing world.

n his 1954 novel I Am Legend, Richard 

Matheson conjured up a terrifying 

scenario: man-made plague has 

killed most of humanity. Some of the 

infected have mutated into grotesque 
vampires. Only one man, Robert Neville, 
has escaped untainted. protect himself 
against the diseased revenants seeking his 
blood, he has transformed an LA bungalow 
into a fortress, stocked with goods and 
amenities pillaged from the city’s unat- 
tended stores. By day he ventures forth, 
armed with wooden stakes (and, in subse- 
quent movie adaptations, increasingly so- 
phisticated weaponry), wipe out what- 
ever vampires he comes across. By night he 
drinks himself insensible. 

Nightmare? Sounds more like dream 
come true for the average fan of the 
mega-selling, zombie-blasting Resident Evil 
video game, as well as for a sizable part 
of the audience that will be frothing at 
the mouth for Legend, the third movie 
adaptation of Matheson’s novel made 
to date. Directed by Francis Lawrence, 
with Will Smith Neville, the film 
expected one the biggest grossers 
the year. Bring the plague and the 
mutants! The firepower and booze, the 
high-tech gizmos and free food! 

Previous film versions the book The 
Last Man on Earth (1964) and The Omega Man 
(1971) — might have been intended, in part, 
cautionary tales against human folly and 
hubris. But nowadays, audiences have been 
insulated from the real world conse- 
quences video games, cable TV, iPods, and 
man or woman on Earth.

Matheson’s story shared the screen 
with host other films about being 
the sole survivor of mass human e 
xtinction. Each these films mirrors 
the subconscious the audiences who 
watched them. 

But the scenario transcends the pre- 
occupations any particular period. 
touches primal impulses: punishment 
evildoers. Revenge against enemies. 
The fulfillment infantile megalomania 
and narcissism. The longing for fresh 
start, in which inveterate conflicts — 
racial, social, sexual, cultural — have been 
purged, can confronted pristine 
setting, and perhaps resolved. And per- 
haps mostly evokes spirit adventure, 
the exuberance of discovery and creation, 
the prospect brave new world. It’s not 
just high-concept movie pitch aimed 
at jaded 21st-century consumers, but an 
archetype that stretches back to antiquity.

out when she wrote her classic Frankenstein

Mary Wollstonecraft, died after giving birth 
to her; her own daughter died in infancy 
in 1815; and both her half-sister and the 
abandoned wife of her lover, the poet Percy 
Bysshe Shelley, committed suicide in 1816. 
Things hadn't lightened up when she wrote 
The Last Man: her son, her husband Percy, 
and their soul mate Lord Byron had by that 
point also all kicked the bucket. “The Last 
Man,” she wrote, “yes, | may well describe 
that solitary being’s feelings, feeling myself 
the last relic of a beloved race, my compan- 
ions extinct before me.” 

Half of the resulting book, set in the 
last decades of a 21st century indistin- 
guishable from the 19th (not only are there 
no flying cars in this future, there aren't 
even cars) involves melodramatics that 
mirror the doomed intrigues among the 
Shelleys and their circle. Then, apropos 
nothing, the plague descends, rendering 
all before it moot and all to come futile. 
The narrator of the title watches as all 
those he loves and all his enemies fall 
indiscriminately the killer, regardless 
of their nobility, courage, strengths, or 
frailties. Perhaps worst is the death of his 
children: deprived the illusory immor- 
tality of future generations, the last man 
must face the void of death without hope 
or consolation, alone. 


THE LAST MAN SHOWS 
LASTING POWER 
Sharing much of Shelley’s title but little 
else with her book, The Last Man on Earth 
(1924) was the first Hollywood film of note 
exploit the last-man premise. Made four 
years after Shelley’s mother’s dream of 
woman's suffrage was established in the 
US with the i9th Amendment, the broadly 
comic fantasy lampoons the prospect 
women power. Here, “man” refers spe- 
cifically to the adult male of the species, as 
another one of those pesky plagues springs 
this one wiping out all men over 
the age of 14.

Crude though is, something about 
the fantasy its male wish fulfillment 
its misogyny would inspire remakes and 
variations over the years, ranging from the 
musical It’s Great to Be Alive (1933) to the TV 
movie The Last Man on Planet Earth (1999) and 
the 2000 romantic comedy The Last Man. 

Hollywood subsequent decades, 
though, had more urgent issues its 
mind than women voting. Auschwitz dem- 
onstrated that human beings had the will 
to exterminate their fellow creatures, and 
Hiroshima proved that it had the means. 
Nuclear war took fantasy form in The War 
of the Worlds (1953), in which hero-scientist 
Gene Barry comes close being the last 
person alive until “miracle” (germs 
this case the saviors, not the destroyers, of 
humanity) intervenes. (Steven Spielberg's 
2005 remake later drew such contempo- 
rary fears as 9/11 and the Red Sox-Yankee 
rivalry.) Things look even dicier for Kevin 
McCarthy in Invasion of the Body Snatchers 
(1956, and remade in 1978 and 1993, as well 
as this year), which suggests that, if they 
can’t kill our bodies, the Reds (or the Red 
baiters?) can steal our souls. 

As the arms race intensified, more realis- 
tic post-war scenarios took over the screen. 
Rather than focus on the downside of anni- 
hilation, some of these films saw it as an 
opportunity rectify society’s past injus- 
tices and ills. Whenever last man emerges 

rom a mineshaft or the like to face the bar- 
ren new world, chances are met

The first adapta- 
tion Matheson’s Legend, the 
low-budget Italian production The Last 
Man on Earth, wasn’t a great movie but 
might the most faithful version 
the book. starts with the usual 
haunting montage deserted streets 
(Antonioni’s Rome filling in for LA), 
this time littered with the corpses 
living-dead plague victims impaled with 
wooden stakes lugubrious Morgan, 
the only human untainted by the dis- 
ease. In this version, he’s a research 
scientist who spends the daylight hours 
exterminating the brutes and dumping 
the bodies into a perpetually smoldering 
crematoria pit. night drinks while 
listening the feeble poundings 
the vampires, brooding over flashbacks 
to the epidemic (no cause is specified, 
though the novel Matheson mentions 
germ warfare) and the deaths his 
daughter and wife. 

Boo hoo. Morgan doesn’t know when 
he has it good. He is the elect, lording 
over the benighted hoi polloi who strive 
overturn the social hierarchy. He should 
take tip from the title architect doom 
and survival in Stanley Kubrick’s Dr. 
Strangelove, released the same year. The 
end the world opportunity start 
over. The surviving elite entrenches itself 
mineshafts, preserving the patriarchal 
system power until can emerge when 
the radiation clears. Then it can establish 
the old tyrannies again and this time 
get right. The last man’s first duty 
enjoy the omnipotence the elect, 
party like there’s no tomorrow, and to 
become God, just like folks today behind 
their computer and video-game screens. 


WHAT BECOMES LEGEND MOST? 
No such problem for Colonel Robert Neville, 
played by Charlton Heston, in the second 
adaptation of Matheson’s story, The Omega 
Man. Tooling through downtown red 
convertible, Percy Faith’s “A Summer Place” 
playing the 8-track, stops abruptly 
rake passing plague victim with machine 
gun. Back his fortified penthouse, ap- 
pointed with artworks and finery and 
weapons (perhaps replica Heston’s 
own residence), he pours himself a Scotch, 
admires his image in a close-circuit TV (“I’m 
narcissist!”), and proceeds play chess 
with a bust of Julius Caesar. 

Before he even dons a uniform, before a 
convenient flashback reveals him have 
been army researcher working cure 
for the self-inflicted disease that has back- 
fired and wiped out the world, it’s clear 
Neville much part the problem 
the solution. epitomizes the military- 
industrial complex that has ruined the 
world and now profits it. Countering him 
are the mutated plague victims, black-robed 
Luddite hippies (the only surviving movie 
theater plays Woodstock) called “the Family.” 
(Charles Manson had just been convicted for 
his own family’s murder spree around the 
time the film was released.) The Family 
led the fanatic Matthias (Anthony Zerbe), 
who describes his opponent as “One crea- 
nothing live with but his gad- 
gets, his cars, his guns, gimmicks. . . and 
yet the whole family can’t bring him down 
from that, 

To which an African-American follower 
suggests, “Honky paradise, brother?” 
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Well, why not? Actually, it’s more a 
consumer paradise, open all races, 
long as they have sufficient firepower, as 
is the case with the remnant of human 
survivors George Romero’s Dawn 
the Dead (1979).

zombies, this disparate group holes

Futile though may be, the belief 
family has persisted the more recent 
last-man movies, often as a counterpoint 
the fanboy violence (Dawn inspired Dead 
Rising, vastly popular XBox 360 video 
game).

Foodie heaven, but not for beginners 


SQUASH-AND-LOBSTER BISQUE Genuine Nantucket bay scallops and excellent lobster meat. 


What chef dropped all commercial 

considerations and spent his her days 
searching out the best local ingredients (plus 
sustainable airmail staples) and producing 
short-menu masterpieces for select clien- 
tele? This the ideal that Tim and Bronwyn 
Wiechmann bring Food, teensy “bis- 
tro luxe” the space that used Aspasia. 
for the menu, it’s pretty green often biody- 
namic and organic but not doctrinaire. 
you accept that great chefs are either devoted 
cuisine terroir (regional ingredients) cui- 
sine des épices (unusual flavor combinations), 
know that, here, the Wiechmanns are doing 
both, and also drawing the latest test- 
tube emulsions and froths. 

This foodie heaven, but it’s not res- 
taurant for beginners. Some things are too 
fussy and forced, and some things just don’t 
work. With that mind, T.W. Food could 
characterized the kind place many 
diners will visit once for the experience. 
enjoy it, though, you probably ought 
return often enough anchor your ex- 
periments with known winners. 

began our meal with slices 
whole-wheat loaf and unleavened, slightly 
sweet multi-grain bread, both glorified 
with European-style butter sprinkled with 
sea salt. Then came amuse bouche 
cherrystone clam with some hot pepper: 
very good. the same spirit, you can order 
aT.W. Oyster Shooter ($3/each; $15/“six- 
pack”), which impeccably fresh, from 
Duxbury, and served in a beet purée. The 
combination sweet oyster and earthy veg- 
etable surprising and effective. 

Appetizers might the course skip. 
Of them, handcrafted turkey and Vermont- 
farm pork bratwurst ($11) would 
pick. It’s lean, meaty, and delicious, served 
with side sauté Asian spinach and wild 
mushrooms that’s hearty enough sup- 
port it. Créme foie gras ($14) is, 
course, rich and delicious, but the burnt- 


sugar crust adds nothing. Scrambled egg 
with spinach concentrate and Oregon por- 
cini mushrooms ($13) uses the crunchiness 
the wild mushrooms nicely, but 
not here for breakfast. And autumn sal- 
($10) local greens with apples, pickled 
vegetables, and wisp vinaigrette was 
very good, but not amazing. 

The silliest appetizer “local Napa cab- 
bage soup perfumed with vanilla sauté 
wild Washington matsutake mushrooms 
and Narragansett Bay razor clams” ($12). 
Here you have the aforementioned froth, but 
all I tasted was cream and vanilla, and may- 
some spice from the wild mushrooms. 

Vermont Waverly Farm roast loin of veal 
($30) and roasted monkfish loin ($28) were 
the best the entrées. Both dishes were car- 
ried marvelous flavor and the freshness 
the protein component. The veal was 
flavored lamb and garnished with 
Chinese-spinach custard and potato pan- 
cake. The monkfish, which usually needs 
sauce, Was tasty any fish had this 
year. was served with creamed local leeks, 
micro beets, and black trumpet mushrooms. 

also enjoyed the squash-and-lobster 
bisque ($30) for its genuine Nantucket bay 
scallops and excellent lobster meat, plus the 
clever addition similarly textured baked 
apple But the cream theme the 
classic crutch French chefs can mute 
flavors and hard digest. Wild Scottish 
hare and foie gras “tourte” ($29) was like 
glorified hamburger puff pastry. ate 
every bite. The vegan entrée our night was 
nutmeg and cinnamon oatmeal “risotto” 
($27). Once you put sweet spice on your oat- 
meal, starts taste like breakfast food. 
But the braised red cabbage top could 
the beginning real vegan dinner. 

The wine list had fairly obscure items, 
marked noticeably. (The cheapest bottle 
$39.) Anton Bauer 2005 Zweigelt ($10/glass; 
$44/bottle) is a fruity Austrian red made from 
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grape crossbred from two other Balkan 
grapes of which you've never heard. Served 

in oversize glasses, it tastes somewhere be- 
tween a high-end Beaujolais and a well-made 
generic Burgundy. glass Belle Pente 
riesling ($9/$39) from Oregon was somewhat 
closed up, but was very good with the food. A 
glass of 2004 L’Ecole No. 41 (Washington State) 
cabernet sauvignon ($59/bottle) was also 
complementary, but was quite tannic. I'd like 
try again few years. Decaf coffee ($4) 
was from a French press, and was, in fact, the 
best decaf of the year. Tea ($4), unfortunately, 
is served as a cup of hot water. C’mon, buy 
some individual teapots. 

The most successful dessert, I thought, 
was the selection of artisanal cheeses ($12), 
which included a Norman livarot (my fa- 
vorite in the smelly category), rather bland 
brie, and excellent Pennsylvania cheddar. 
Profiteroles ($8), chocolate ice-cream-stuffed 
pastry bites, are innocuously good. The 
poached local pear ($8) is neatly stuffed with 
a stick of chocolate ganache, but otherwise 
isn’t noteworthy. 

All the fussiness T.W. Food comes out 
“Scotch and cigars” ($8). The center is a half- 
cupcake chocolate-mousse cake noth- 
ing strange there but this floats “va- 
nilla-tobacco infused créme Anglaise” (not 
strong tobacco, so it’s not scandalous), and 
topped with edible gold leaf. Talk about 
“gilding the lily”! Then you have shooter 
Laphroaig single-malt Scotch syrup, 
which tastes like peaty cough syrup. The 
last dessert “fresh baked grapefruit- 
citrus tarte classique with Calvados whipped 
cream” ($8). It’s a flat version of key-lime pie | 
without distinctive flavor, but it does have a 
great crust. 

The room is small and long, with one 
wall bare brick, comfortable modern 
chairs, and high ceiling. would noisy, 
but since there are fewer than 30 seats, it 
Stays very pleasant. aT.W. Food quickly 
found local clientele foodies who 
appreciate the spirit experiment and 
aren’t put off weak dish here and 
there. If that’s your kind of fun, T.W. 
Food isn’t even expensive comparison 
with, say, Radius or Dante. You might as 
well order the “chef decides” ($59/meat 
or vegetarian; $89/with wine). ©

Trinity looks inside Memory House

BY THE BOOK The play may be a recipe, but th 
execution has zing. 


Memory Lane is a blocked road for 

high-school senior Katia, who’s asked 
to pound on the barricade for a college-ap- 
plication essay that must be postmarked by 
midnight tonight, New Year’s Eve. The ten- 
sion also manifests itself — as it will in teens 
pounding Mom, the only other 
character in the room, though absent Dad 
and the fragmented ghosts earlier life 
loom large. For her part, Mom, divorced and 
pithily despondent, has chosen this holiday 
eve to discover her inner Martha Stewart and 
has set out, apparently for the first time, 
to bake a pie. In the 80 minutes that this 
culinary exercise requires, Kathleen Tolan’s 
Memory House (at Trinity Repertory Company 
through January 6) unfolds in real time, 
with more leaking around the edges than 
just blueberry syrup. 

Memory House is hardly a mansion of a dra- 
maturgical edifice. Commissioned by Trinity 
Rep but first performed at Actors Theatre of 
Louisville and Playwrights Horizons, the 
mother-daughter drama is a sort of ‘night, 
Mother Lite, lacking life-and-death stakes 
(though tell that to any frenzied family trying 
extrude college-application essay). But 
not without its graces, and they are fully 
artistic director Curt Columbus and held in 
perfect balance veteran Anne Scurria and 
recent Brown/Trinity Rep Consortium grad 
Susannah Flood, the luminously awkward 
Emily of last season’s OurTown. Moreover, 
Eugene slightly surreal setting, which

Now, 
the girl caught the tape, spurred 
her politically correct professor 
father, can’t decide whether she was 
rescued from a miserable life or sto- 
len from country cap- 
italist imperialists. “I’m your loot,” 
she informs the mother who wants 
the best for her but must tiptoe about 
e the minefield of her daughter’s ado- 

lescent angst, which in Katia’s case 

is complicated by her feeling torn be- 

tween culture she can’t remember 
and one she’s rebelling against. The irony is 
that this teen, whatever her gene pool, very 
much an American one, rolling her eyes and 
slouching around the place Ramones 
shirt, rap rolling out stereo and earphones. 

But as a certified mother of daughters, 
Tolan creates snapshot which the emo- 
tions are in sharper focus than the ideas Katia 
and Maggie, a former dancer/choreographer 
turned office worker, try on. Of course, Katia 
being a kid, she’s in deadly earnest about her 
assertions, no matter how jumbled or con- 
flicting. Maggie, carrying droll dialogue 
with Joy of Cooking author Irma Rombauer 
(whose tome is on the table declaring pie 
crust “the passport matrimony),” more 
tongue-in-cheek, What’s good about this pro- 
duction is that each character gives as good as 
she gets both feistiness and soulfulness. 
Scurria’s acerb Maggie not all warmth and 
doormat devotion, and Flood balances her ex- 
quisitely realized, age-appropriate obnoxious- 
ness with an almost bereft identity insecurity 
amount mothering can soothe. the 
same time, there great physical ease and 
intimacy between the two, whether they’re 
rolling around the kitchen floor taking the 
gloves off. 
Still, Memory House feels studied bit like 

paint-by-numbers daubing its way toward 
inevitable reconciliation. certainly 
know that the slapped-together pie, exud- 
ing aroma bakes, will come out the 
oven the end, know that will hear 
that college essay and that it, like the pie, 
will imperfect but forgiving.

BalletRox’s Nutcracker

There are several meanings the word 
popular, and BalletRox’s The Urban Nut- 

cracker satisfies the truest of them, as a produc- 
tion that reflects and includes all kinds peo- 
ple. The show, which runs through December 
16 at John Hancock Hall, incorporates ballet as 
well tap, hip-hop, flamenco, Turkish folk 
dance, swing dance, and street sports. There’s 
magic and mime, doo-wop and snow. The cast 
members, in all colors, range from pre-school- 
ers to seniors. And the music bounces between 
Tchaikovsky and Duke Ellington riffing off 
Tchaikovsky, with backstage bass and per- 
cussion filling rhythm. 

The Urban Nutcracker resembles its staid, 
traditional antecedent in many ways, but 
seizes the diversity the original bal- 
let provide platform for the talents 
wider community. David Rottenberg’s 
adaptation E.T.A. Hoffmann follows the 
original story, but only just so far. The barely 
perceptible plot set motion when sin- 
gle mom invites the street magician Drossel- 
meyer and his frenetic assistant Mini-Meyer 
Christmas party her apartment. 

Played by BalletRox artistic director An- 
thony Williams, Drosselmeyer sweeps in and 
produces sleight-of-hand surprises and toys 
that dance. After the usual contretemps and 
resolution over the eponymous Nutcracker 
between Clarice (Ana Bueso) and her bratty 
brother Omar (Sam Squires, a dynamic troop- 
er who looks about six or seven), Clarice falls 
asleep. It’s her dream that propels all Nutcrack- 
ballets into the theater the imagination. 

Clarice’s mice prepare have picnic 
the living-room floor. They’re quite harm- 
less though hungry, but when they scare 
Clarice, Mini-Meyer sprints to the rescue 
with oversized Flit gun and back-up 
squad girl guerrillas. After the battle and 
the defeat the mice, Mini-Meyer revives 
the fallen Nutcracker sprinkling silver 
dust over him. emerges dancer Rick 
Vigo, lead Clarice Fantasy Land. Vigo, 
for some reason, doesn’t stay around, but 
Drosselmeyer and Mini-Meyer introduce 
Clarice to the Sugar Plum Fairy (Elizabeth 
Mochizuki) and get her settled for the enter- 
tainment that follows. 


As in the first act, the Urban Nutcracker 
divertissements follow the traditional sce- 
nario and score, with inspired additions and 
adjustments fit the local population. An- 
thony Williams set most of the dances, with 
numbers head production Alfonso 
Figueroa, Jane Allard, Khalid Hill, Sybil Hug- 
gins, and leaders specialty groups. With 
the help interpolated Ellington, all the 
dances project some contemporary flavor. 

The most fun was provided the “Six Rox 
Riff,” otherwise known Marzipan, with 
Amanda Bertone shepherding six small chil- 
dren bouncing blue polka-dotted beach 
balls. Mother Ginger (Erin Washington) un- 
leashed children baggy pants and base- 
ball caps who did spirited tap routine. 

the Snow scene and the Waltz the 
Flowers, the women of the BalletRox com- 
pany did arrangements the standard 
ballet choreography, with jazzy inflections. 
Alexandra Redelico and female cohort 
two appropriated the Russian acrobatics 
usually done by men (“Caviar Caper”). Dean 
Luna and the Candy Canes morphed into 
twisting, swiveling hula-hoopers. The Ara- 
bian dance of Zultari Gomez and Langston 
Fishburne was accompanied four harem 
girls and swath orange chiffon. 

Isaac los Reyes played castanets and 
did a short solo (“Ritmo Latino”), then dis- 
dainfully partnered ballet dancer Christy 
Williams Tchaikovsky’s Spanish dance. 
los Reyes, though one the most ex- 
perienced professional dancers the cast, 
seemed uneasy about fitting his own style 
into the mandatory musical fusion. 
challenge dance with tapper Sean Fielder 
during the Prologue, he never relaxed his 
flamenco hauteur. did throw down some 
impressive footwork, but he seemed to con- 
sider himself out Fielder’s class. Fielder 
easily stayed in the game. 

The whole production introduced 
Prologue that shows off streetful good- 
natured passers-by: Double Dutch rope 
jumpers, Turkish folk dancers (courtesy 
Ahmet Luleci’s Collage company), hip- 
hoppers, and quartet doo-wop-singing 
uncles.

Some call Charles “Teenie” Harris’s five 
decades photos Pittsburgh one the 
grandest chronicles African-American 
life ever assembled. Harris was Afri- 
can-American newspaper photographer 
who worked primarily for the African- 
American press; that helps explain 
both his achievement which surveyed 
the current exhibition “Spirit 
Community” Gallery Kayafas 

and the general ignorance it. Only 

the past decade following Harris’s 
death in 1998, at age 89, and the Carnegie 
Museum Art’s acquisition much 
his archive 2001 has the art world be- 
gun take notice. 

It’s said that Harris’s brother, for whom 
had run numbers for underworld gam- 
bling, gave him the money buy his first 
camera in 1929. Before long, his photos 
were being published the weekly black- 
owned Washington magazine Flash!, and 
they attracted the attention the Pitts- 
burgh Courier. The Courier was internation- 
ally distributed newspaper produced 
and for African-Americans time when 
the white press mostly ignored black life. 
In the first half of the 20th century, it was 
one the leading voices advocating civil 
rights, especially for African-Americans 
who were fighting for their country 
World War II. The paper aimed show the 
African-American community its best. 

Harris began shooting for the Courier 
1936, and he photographed for it until he 
retired in 1975. The fight for civil rights 
percolates through his work. African- 
American women picket deli that doesn’t 
hire black counter clerks. old black 
woman holds Nazi signs that read, “Kill 
all blacks.” Jackie Robinson, in a Brooklyn 
Dodgers uniform, leans bat the 
Pittsburgh Pirates’ Forbes Field in 1947, the 
year broke into major-league baseball.

Two sélections of videos on view at 

MIT’s List Visual Arts Center serve as 
a mini survey of the history of video art 
since the 1960s. Both draw works from the 
Pamela and Richard Kramlich Collection, 
which said one the finest private 
collections of new-media art, and from the 
New Art Trust, which the California couple 
founded in 1997. 

The main event, “Sounding the Sub- 
ject,” comprises five videos loosely based 
on the theme of sound in video. The best 
piece Nam June Paik’s exquisitely simple 
TV Buddha, a re-creation of an installation 
Paik first made in 1974. A video camera 
stands behind monitor recording the 
image bronze Buddha sitting across 
the room; the result plays on the monitor. 
The footage is live, but unless someone 
walks between the statue and the camera, 
you wouldn’t notice — it might as well be 
still picture. Paik short-circuits basic 
element video records things hap- 
pening over time while suggesting sort 
mystical eternally present instant. The 
piece turns funny, eerie, and mind- 
blowing. 

In Eija-Liisa Ahtila’s 2002 The House (Talo), 
a woman gets out of a car, walks intoa 
house, and worries about the car following 
her into the house; then a little car drives 
the wall. cow appears before 
wandering into her living room. “Time 

random and spaces have become overlap- 
ping,” the woman says. There’s one magical 
moment when she flies through forest. 
The film comes off riff Luis Bunuel. 
The other videos feel like experiments 
that might once have been groundbreak- 
ing but now just seem tedious. David 
Hammons'’s Phat Free (1995-’97) opens 
with two minutes clanking and dark 
screen.

And it’s not all bad for us 
consumers labels get

BILLIE HOLIDAY | RARE LIVE RECORDINGS 
Holiday discography from Columbia/Dec- 


ca/Verve has been repackaged and re-re- 
leased umpteen times. But even for those 
whose shelves already groan with Billie 
— like this year’s four-CD, 80-track Lady 
Day: The Master Tracks and Singles (Colum- 
bia/Legacy), which itself drawn from 
2001's lavish 10-CD, 226-track The Complete 
Billie Holiday on Columbia and should not 

be confused with Hip-O’s two-disc, 2005 
Billie Holiday: The Ultimate Collection this 
Rare Live set is essential. ESP-Disk, which 
is better known for its documentation of 
the pre-1972 avant-garde (especially Albert 
Ayler), here consolidates scattered live 
performances — concerts, clubs, TV, an 
exuberant, profanity-laced rehearsal with 
pianist Jimmy Rowles — as well as the 
seven tracks of music and dialogue from 
Billie’s role in the film New Orleans. Don’t 
expect the posh production quality the 
bigs: the accompanying notes and dis- 
cography are informative but bare-bones. 
Yet the sound quality is surprisingly good 
— and that includes the ambient noise, 
which ranges from female fan Clark 
Monroe’s Uptown House in 1941 scream- 
ing Billie launches into her hit “Fine 
and Mellow” to an airplane flying over- 
head and all but obscuring “Good Morn- 
ing, Heartache” at the 1958 Monterey 

Jazz Festival.

“I had 
used guitar pedals before then. was listening 
tons of academic music from the 
‘60s from places like the Siemens 
Studio in Germany and from Co- 
lumbia-Princeton Center, and I 
really loved those sounds.

Even without divine intervention, and in spite of the Or- 
being Hamilton Place, last Tuesday’s “Miracle 
Tremont Street” worked little seasonal magic offer- 
ing a refreshing reminder that modern rock isn’t completely 
dominated watered-down emo-pap and tired post-grunge 
mush, The show brought together four bands from varied 
points the indie-rock spectrum: veteran minimalist-pop 
savants Spoon, piano-pounding upstarts Cold War Kids, 
Butch Vig-reformed folk punks Against Me!, and neo-new- 
wavers Mute Math. An attractive bill — it was an FNX/Phoenix 
event, after all — but the bands still had to deliver. 

They did. Mute Math, Against Me!, and Cold War Kids 
turned out spirited opening sets, with CWK offering shout- 
outs to the Middle East (the club, not the war zone) and trying 
out new song that sounded like attempt Rainbows-era 
Radiohead, replete with lilting falsetto from head Kid Nathan 
Willett. But Spoon, whose Ga Ga Ga Ga Ga (Merge) is one of my 
favorite albums of the year, were the main draw. Although 
they've been around more than a dozen years, their stock has 
risen sharply since came out July. Back April, saw 
them at the MFA’s 400-capacity Remis Auditorium, which 
frontman Britt Daniel told me was their first time headlining 
a seated venue. Eight months later — with a big club show 
at the Roxy in between — they had some 2000 persons trans- 
fixed for the entirety of a 13-song, hour-plus set that drew 
exclusively from their last three albums. The band supple- 
mented by a three-piece horn section that was absent at their ~ 
previous Boston shows trod between the precision their 
performance and the looseness the Roxy show. Every 
tambourine jingle and piano chord was dead-on and discern- 
ible, but Daniel, whose hair had a sort of Alfalfa-cowlick 
thing going on, was all over the place, yelping and shrieking 
and stabbing at his guitar. At one point he got on his knees 
and summoned ungodly rasp from his semi-hollowbody 
Gibson, were playing the biggest show his life.

sleaze, full-length knitted body stockings, more glitter. Da- 
vid Bowie was evoked more than once the patron saint 
Saturday’s affair Great Scott not least the exuberant 
MC, Micah Cooper, a brawny tranny who buoyed the night 
with nostalgic tales from the acid-steeped trenches the 
1970s. But the icon may have been disappointed see 
little swagger overwrought bravado. did, however, en- 
counter Logan the Runners guitarist Nick Balkin, who 
had organized the gig, working the crowd and admitting 
to donning mascara for the first time.) 
Sidewalk Driver set the tone well enough, with strut- 
ting frontman Tad shimmery ensemble 
that included lavish silk kimono. Their rowdy but earnest 
songs were anchored crunching rhythm; you got the 
idea that, bigger quarters, they might able incite 
a semblance of a ballroom blitz. Here, however, the MO 
was one of restraint. MeandJoanCollins stepped up next, 
and former Collisions leader Barranger, brocaded 
smoking jacket, was typically dynamic. But glam? Not 
quite. draw from Britpop, especially 
bands with garage-rock roots, and though much glitter 
Tock arguably Britpop, not all Britpop glam. 
should flog with theatricality decadent melodrama 
and songs that offer futuristic fantasies (Life Mars, 
anyone?), not laments set catchy pop hooks. Logan and 
the Runners’ David Berndt did nail blasé melodrama, 
channeling Andy Warhol-esque androgyny. Their elec- 
tronic grandeur would translate well concert hall. 
Frank closed the night proclaiming, “Someone get 
another one those glamtinis, feel glammarific!” Then 
launched into set with the Fast Easy Women that was 
spectacular but spectacle, proving once and for all that 
isa state mind. 


Potter and the Nocturnals know how please crowd. 
The Vermont quartet kicked off three-night stand the 
Paradise a week ago Thursday with a 15-song set heavy on 
from their third full-length, the August release This 
Somewhere (Hollywood/Ragged Company). Band namesake 
Potter demonstrated her awareness that audiences dig a short 
skirt, tall boots, and a saucy attitude; her bandmates — gui- 
tarist Scott Tournet, bassist Bryan Dondero, and drummer 
Matt Burr came off likable guys armed with sick musical 
chops. It’s recipe for success that the band worked its full 
potential. But live performance since late 2006, Potter and 
her players have sucked the subtlety out this approach. 
These days, it’s more about the act putting rock show 
than treating listeners to the bluesy rock style that generated 
buzz with independent release Nothing But the Water. 

Thursday’s set suggested effort bridge the gap be- 
tween the Joplin sass Water and the harder rock Somewhere. 
Down-home percussive beats seeped into the standout “Here’s 
to the Meantime.” The organic anthem “Stop the Bus” soared, 
even with Potter taking cautious approach its demanding 
vocal range. sharp cover Jimi Hendrix’s Knows” 
showcased the band’s strength with the classics. 

But they made it look like an awful lot of work. Already on 
the set opener, “Ain’t Time,” Potter was arching her back 
musical ecstasy, bypassing foreplay for instant gratifica- 
tion. And Burr assumed rock-drummer pose each and every 
time pounded his kit. breakdown percussion jam fea- 
turing all four players was innovative but overstayed its wel- 
come. With few exceptions, the band seemed determined 
beat the audience into rock submission.

Punk's current live show — the one 
with the enormous pyramid that 
caused every blogger in the universe 
to lose his or her shit — doesn't rep- 
licate the experience of seeing the 
show. With its lack of dance floor, 
night sky, and thousands of fellow 
revelers, how could it? (Perhaps 
figuring out how to squeeze those 
elements onto a CD is the record 
industry's best bet for survival. Just 
a thought.) What Alive 2007 does rep- 
licate — what it improves on, in fact 
— is the best-of compilation, that 
increasingly-irrelevant-in-the-Age 
of-the-Internet contract fulfiller. 
Here you get an hour's worth of top- 
notch disco-house jams crammed 
together into a non-stop megamix 
that emphasizes both the duo's 
tune sense and their body-rocking 
beatcraft. (Proceed directly to the de- 
lirious mash-up of “One More Time” 
and “Aerodynamic” for the set’s high 
point.) Best of all, the noise of the 
crowd increases the music’s power:

| Skull Disco | Although dubstep 
has been hyped by critics, the 
genre has yet to gain much of a 
popular foothold outside its UK club 
strongholds. But with the release 
this autumn of new full-lengths 

by esteemed producers like Burial 
and Pinch, as well this compilation 
from Skull Disco, there are signs 
that it might be peeking out from 
the underground. Run by producers 
Appleblim and Shackleton, Skull 
Disco is one of the most compel- 
ling dubstep imprints, releasing 


12-inchers that push insistently 
at the genre’s outer limits. This 
two-CD collection includes every 
release (almost all by Appleblim and 
Shackleton) on the label thus far. 
The wobbling, wub-wub bass and 
the potent kick that are the genre’s 
calling cards are often absent, but 
the apocalyptic atmosphere, loping 
mid-tempo rhythms, and subter- 
ranean low-end are every inch dub- 
step, even if not in its most dance- 
floor-friendly incarnation. Some of 
the finest tracks — “Hamas Rule,” 
“Tin Foil Sky” (both by Shackleton) 
— are dark, atmospheric head 
nodders based on Middle Eastern 
percussion and samples that crackle 
with political subtext. There's so 
much to digest that Soundboy Punish- 
ments is hard to absorb in one dose. 
This encyclopzdic quality and an 
overlong Ricardo Villalobos remix 
are the release’s only real weakness.

A grass-roots network 
without benefit of media support 
coalesced around a few singers, 
who played the seediest bars but 
expressed unadorned pain, drunk- 
enness, and melancholy. And so the 
high skittering speed of the guitar 
line that begins Augusto Santos's 
“Si me la dan la cojo” drives the 
lyric idea that the singer might be 
crippled while stumbling around 
with loose girls. Bachata eventually 
grew across political and class lines 
As drum machines and electric 
guitars infiltrated, it became part 
of the canon of Latin music. Here's 
your chance to discover the erased 
rural past before bachata entered 
the mainstream.

2001, couple dozen vendors and 150 peo- 
ple crammed into Davis Square’s Dilboy 
VFW. Now, thousands people line 
outside the 20,000-square-foot Cyclorama 
the South End peruse more than 
100 vendors’ wares. The Bazaar has also 
spread beyond Massachusetts and 
now held Cleveland and Los Angeles 
well. has even spawned book 
co-founder and rock musician Greg Der 
Ananian (Bazaar Bizarre: Not Your Cranny’s 
Crafts! Penguin, 249 pages, $11.53). 

Organizer Emily Arkin says the Bazaar 
evolved from her simple desire show 
off her weird handmade crafts. She and 
her friends enjoyed the notion that crafts 
didn’t have perfect and pretty, but 
could disturbing just downright 
ugly (like the macaroni-art record-album 
covers featured the inaugural Bazaar). 
The Bazaar’s launch timed the 
beginning the indie craft movement, 

connection Arkin says she didn’t realize 
the time. But when she and the other 
organizers saw how people waited hours 
get in, “We were like, wow, guess 
people really need this. This missing.” 

While the Bazaar Bizarre reigns the 
long-running king local craft fairs, 
Many newer events have cropped 
recent years. These include the South 
End Open Market, a four-year-old craft, 
antique, and farmers market held Sundays 
from May through October, and the Union 
Square Craft Market in Somerville, held 
biweekly in the summer in conjunction 
with the weekly Union Square Farmers 
Market. There’s also special events such 
the Magpie-organized Reduce, Reuse, 
Recycle, Recraft eco-friendly craft fair, 
also staged Union Square. 

The Mass Market craft fair and flea 
market, heir apparent the Punk Rock 
Flea Market that’s been held MassArt 
for the past several years, had its inau- 
gural run this October the art school’s 
Pozen Center. The place buzzed with 
activity, and between the vegan bake 
sale, the local-music table, and the retro 
tunes spun Mark Pearson Neptune, 
resembled music festival. But nestled 
between the book vendors and record sell- 
ers was host regional crafters, selling 
goods ranging from bottle-cap magnets 
silk-screened T-shirts plus Spamberly’s 
cross-stitch. 

Lindsay Metivier, a 22-year-old MassArt 
student and Mass Market organizer, hopes 
to create an inclusive, diverse environ- 
ment for vendors and buyers striving 
move beyond the traditional 20-to-30- 
year-old hipster demographic. And while 

etivier concerned about the sudden 
abundance craft fairs creating over- 
saturation and complacence, 33-year-old 
Jessica Burko, organizer juried craft- 
ers’ consortium called Boston Handmade, 
isn’t worried. 

“Every show has been crowded,” she 
says. “People are starting more edu- 
cated about and realizing that these are 
one kind, artist-made items. you 
don’t get now, it’s gone.” 

was this impulse that spurred some 
organizers the Bazaar Bizarre, includ- 
ing Arkin and Kramer, open Magpie 
2004, venue sell the stuff they 
saw only once year. The store, with 
third its merchandise made locally, 
has met with success. Shortly after 
Magpie opened, high-end craft supply

store called Spark Crafts also took root 
Davis Square. Spark, now Porter 
Square, was conceived Jan Stephenson 
and Amy Appleyard, who met while 
business students BU. They believed 
the marketplace was ready for store 
where wine glasses overflow with beads 
and soft couches invite customers 
chat about their latest projects. It’s 
A.C. Moore, and that, says Stephenson, 
design. Stephenson cites “huge 
renaissance” crafting, with her mar- 
ket research indicating that more young 
people participate. Spark plays this 
hosting classes, private parties, and 
other events. 

While some people craft hobby 
make money the side, for others it’s 
full-time business. Again, the Internet 
has made this possible. Etsy.com launched 
June 2005 artist-friendly online 
craft retail space. Today, the site boasts 
between 60,000 and 70,000 active sellers. 
Matt Stinchcomb, Etsy’s vice-president 
communications, says that the company 
built around core social responsibility 
and counter-consumerism, decrying “the 
Wal-Mart effect.” 


“We want know where our money 
going,” says. “We want know who’s 
producing the goods our life. want 
have connection the producers.” 

The crafters are making connections, 
too. Spamberly sells via Etsy and 
member of Boston Handmade, organized 
Etsy’s Burko. They have already held 
several group shows and organized skill- 
sharing workshops. 


ART AND MUSIC 

Crafting has been a communal activity 
since the days colonial quilting bees, 
and the modern crafting scene has ex- 
ploded, has drawn inspiration from the 
communities that birthed music be- 
ing prime example. 

Mass Market definitely retains some 
the music vibe the Punk Rock Flea 
Market that preceded it, with features 
such music table devoted the strong 
connection between the music and artists 
scenes Boston. 

Arkin met the co-creators the 
Bazaar Bizarre through bands they were 
in, with the first Bazaar Bizarre booked 
like rock show. 


Brian Rusnica, a 25-year old Somerville 
resident known as Velocicrafter — his 
dinosaur motif embodied shirt 
imploring everyone “Remember the 
Alamosaurus” and member band 
called the New Dumb says that the craft- 
ing and indie-music scenes share per- 
fect overlap.” 

“The same people who are making art 
are making music lot times,” adds. 

According film-documentarian 
Levine, the crafting scene not homog- 
enous. People who make stuff, she says, 
come in all flavors. However, when 
perusing the crowd Magpie craft 
fair, they fall largely into certain demo- 
graphic i.e. the nattily attired hipster 
with cash spare. Some people also 
grumble that crafting’s inclusiveness 
also weakness, yielding copycat crafts 
and amateurish wares.

MAKING STATEMENT 

Arts and crafts, of course, weren't in- 
vented the past five years. But this new 
breed has made crafts hip. 

pretty great that the cool thing 
now someone knitting their 
own hand warmers,” says Burko, who 
also marketing coordinator for the annual 
juried CraftBoston show, which stages its 
seventh show March. “When has ever 
been cool for 25-year-old guy knit- 
ting? What's better than that?” 

CraftBoston run the Society for 
Arts and Crafts, which has been around 
for whopping 110 years and the oldest 
nonprofit craft organization the coun- 
try. Can high-end and low-rent meet in 
the middle? Burko says that there more 
crossover now than ever between the two 
scenes, hinting at a more formalized col- 
laboration the works between them. 

For what it’s worth, the new blood 
has received the blessing least some 
their elders. The Knitsmiths, group 
60-something women who gather 
Brookline Booksmith every Sunday knit 
and chat (rather than stitch and bitch), 
formed six years ago about when crafty 
started becoming synonym for hip. 
They are favor the youth movement, 


pointing the rise young designers 
such Lily Chin, channels such HCTV 
focusing on the DIY scene, and even the 
increased availability high-end, boldly 
colored yarns. All these factors, they 
say, mesh with increased need for per- 
sonal expression. 

“They individualize themselves so 
much,” Knitsmith Claire Goodwin says 
the young crafters. remember when 
was 18, all had wear Shetland sweat- 
ers and pleated skirts.”

“Miracle Mets” won the World Series.

Scotland’s north coast, the master distiller at 
filled wooden casks with raw and 
fiery whisky. 

And there those casks have slumbered for 
decades, cached away untouched in a dark and 
silent warehouse. Outside, wars were won 
and lost, stock markets rose and fell, and fads 
came and went the Earth circled the sun 
38 times. Now, at last, the dusty barrels have 
been rolled back out into the light day, and 
the amber spirits within have been 

The other night poured finger and half 
of the GLENLIVET CELLAR COLLECTION 1969 into 
old-fashioned glass. Its color was magnifi- 
cent, beautifully translucent deep golden. Its 
thick viscosity clinging the sides the 
glass when swirled and dripping slowly down 
sticky striped “legs” was testament 
its quality and age-earned potency. 

sniff revealed aroma that’s nuanced 
and sweet, intimating hints of vanilla, brown 
sugar, and (what seemed this novice nose) 
oatmeal cookies. The first sip, on the other 
hand, offered earthy flavors wood and soil, 
a bit of nuttiness, with a molasses-like sweet- 
ness rounding out toward the tail end. 
Hints peat and seaside salt were there 
well, and as the taste faded, I noticed a dis- 
tinctly citrus sourness. 

It’s beauty: delicious and symphonically 
complex.

While some the 
more extravagantly priced editions obviously 
cater the wealthy’s yen for conspicuous 
consumption, many more single-malts can 
had for $60 so. But you can afford the 
expensive labels, they’re worth investing 
and are the ideal holiday gift for loved one 
for yourself.

savor. It’s experience the ineffable mark 
the elements the purest water; earthy 
malt, cured damp and salty air and roasted 
peaty fire.

Walker, Dewar’s, and Chivas 
Regal all which com- 
mingle separate batches 
both malt and grain spirits, 
often from various distilleries 
single-malt Scotches are made 
entirely from malted barley, which 
fermented and then distilled 
single distillery. 

Scotland relative- 
small country, 
course, but there’s 
vast variety among 
the hundred-plus 
single-malt distill- 
eries that dot the foggy, 
craggy landscape. Each 
marked the characteris- 
tics the region which it’s 
produced. 

LOWLAND SCOTCHES such as 
AUCHENTOSHAN and GLENKINCHIE 
are the ones try novice and 
aren’t sure ready for some the more 
powerfully peaty salty smoky flavors. 
Generally triple-distilled, which makes for 
a mellow, somewhat sweeter flavor, these 
whiskies from Scotland’s rolling, low-lying 
hills are delicate and refined, offering subtle 
grassy, buttery, fruity characters. 

CAMPBELLTOWN, tiny burgh the tip 
the Kintyre peninsula Scotland’s 
salt-sprayed western coast, once had more 
than two dozen distilleries, but now only 
SPRINGBANK remains. The family-owned firm 
makes three brands whisky, each bit dif- 
ferent, and the only distillery Scotland 
carry out the full production process on-site, 
from malting bottling. 

ISLAY (pronounced eye-la), a few miles out 
sea from Kintyre, the largest the Inner 
Hebrides, responsible for some the most 
distinctively flavored whiskies. They’re strong 
and dark marked pungently powerful 
flavors. (And they happen some this 
writer's favorites.) Labels such as LAGAVULIN 
and LAPHROAIG are indelibly marked the 
wild swirl the elements: the peat that per- 
vades both the water and barley, and the briny 
tang seaweed and salt. 

HIGHLAND WHISKIES — such as the 
DALMORE and DALWHINNIE, GLENMORANGIE 
and GLEN ORD are marked range 
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duces them. Generally, these whiskies are 
robust and complex but differ depending 
where the distillery located. Inland labels 
might flowery and honey-sweet, but those 
produced the coast may have hints 
iodine North Sea brine. 

THE ISLANDS the Scottish northern and 
western coast, while technically part the 
Highlands, are geographically distinct 
that they often get mentioned separately. 
Like Islay to the south, the whiskies distilled 
on Arran, Jura, Orkney, and Skye — such as 
TALISKER, SCAPA, and HIGHLAND PARK — area 
disparate lot, but most boast hints sea salt 
and smoky peat. 

SPEYSIDE, the northeast coast the 
highlands, home plethora distill- 
eries, including perhaps the two most popular 
single-malt makers the world: GLENLIVET 
and GLENFIDDICH. Other brands BALVENIE, 
CRAGGANMORE, and BENROMACH — may not 
such big sellers but are equally worthy 
your exploration. While certain vintages 
Balvenie and Cragganmore are deep 
golden and marry fruit and floral sweetness 
with bracing spice character, Benromach 
“Traditional” edition straw yellow with 
delicate notes lemon and honey.

Some, obviously, 
were more expensive 
than others. But any 
the names mentioned 
above can found rea- 
sonably priced ($40 to 
$70) package stores. 

The MACALLAN FINE 
OAK 15 ($70) pours a reful- 
gent brass color. Its nose, 
invitingly sweet, redo- 
lent maple syrup and 
molasses. sip reveais 
mellow, buttery begin- 
ning that offers hints of 
raisins toward the tail 
end. It’s little bit spicy, 
too, but not too bracing. 

In fact, the 15 is sur- 
prisingly delicate and 
light when compared 
with its older sibling, The 
MACALLAN SINGLE HIGHLAND MALT ($150). 
Having been matured for nearly two decades

why hasn’t skibobbing, sport that’s 
been around its current form since the 
1950s, caught on in the US? It’s too pricey for 
casual participants; skibike typically costs 
around $500, and they’re not available through 
mass retailers. Also, like with most gear that 
isn’t skis or boards, trail access can be lim- 
ited. New England, skibikes are allowed 
at Shawnee Peak, Black Mountain, Loon 
Mountain, Waterville Valley, Yawgoo Valley, 
and Sugarbush. Check with your favorite 
mountain, each has different (and constant- 
changing) regulations and requirements. 

Unlike skibobbing, SNOWBIKING and ICEBIKING 
are both executed on bicycles with wheels, 
though want strap helmet and buy 
tires with metal spikes for traction the snow. 
The sport pretty self-explanatory: you take your 
mountain bike out the snow ice. Skibobbing 
generally takes place groomed trails, but 
snowbiking icebiking takes place rugged 
terrain. The natural obstacles and 
severe weather tend take physical toll the 
bicycle, making this activity strictly for thrill- 
seekers and experienced cyclists. you go, bring 
bike maintenance kit.
